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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claim rejections in the Office Action filed 
7/28/05 are maintained. Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Applicant is arguing in substance (a) that Nobakht fails to disclose 
transmission and storage of an authentication number... which could be used for immediate access during a later session, and without 
first proceeding through the entire logon process again; and (b) Nobakht fails to disclose a server transmitting an authenication code to 
the box when the necessary information can't be provided by the userterminal. In regards to (a), it should be noted that there is nothing in 
Applicant's claim language in regards to this functionality. Specifically, there is nothing in claim 1 to suggest that the authentication 
number is saved and utilized in a later session. There is no mention of a "later session" in the claims. In regards to (b), in column 13, 
lines 20-29, Nobakht discloses a server transmitting to the user a guest code or a resident code. Additionally, it should be noted that the 
final two steps in claim 1 depend on "if the authentication number is available". In Nobkaht, since the authentication number may not be 
available, his terminal requests a new code, which it receives the server. Applicant's arguments will be addressed in depth upon filing of 
a continuation or appeal.. 
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
